ing or whether arsenic 
could 
have 
been placed in their food. 
The symp­ 
toms of both forms of poisoning are 
similar. 
Although the men have been eating 
at the plant for several days, yester 
day was the first time that any were 
taken ill. 
In rapid 
succession 
the 
men collapsed, following a meal of 
boneless ham and canned beans, and 
in every case they became violently 
ill when taken from the establishment.

is the world had never known before, 
•yen The people of England expressed 
yonder that it should have been pos­ 
sible to assem ble.so vast a store of 
n un it ions. 
The story of how' these 
supplies were created constitutes one 
if the most important chapters in the 
listory of British achievement during 
he war. 
At the outbreak of hostilities two 
/ears ago there wrere only three im- 
Aortant 
government 
munitions 
fac- 
ories 
in 
the 
British Isles. 
Today 
Tome four thousand government-con- 
rolled firms, employing more than 2,- 
>00,000 workers, are turning out vir- 
ually all of the tremendous amount 
»f war materials w’hich have gone to 
quip the five million British soldiers 
n the field. 
The organization of this great in­ 
lust ry has been accomplished 
in 
a 
it tie more than one year by the rn in­ 
st ry of munitions, which was estab- 
ished in May, 1915, under the leader 
/>hip of David Lloyd George. 
In that 
irm* every available resource of the 
^country has been built Tor the produc 
ion of munitions. 
Some idea of the 
icalo upon which 
this 
organization 
las been carried out may be gathered 
rom the statem ent that the largest 
>f the new plants covers an area nine 
Niles long and from three to four 
niles wide. 


Staff of 5,000 People Required. 
A staff of 5,OOO people has been re­ 
f ir e d to supervise the work. 
At the 
lead of this staff and responsible only 
0 the minister of munitions has been 
1 man whose organizing ability has 
icon accorded widespread recognition. 
Ie is Dr. Christopher Addison, inter 
Nationally known for his medical re­ 
search work. 
For some years he has

Of course, 
the big arm am ent firms have been 
greatly extended since then and that 
figure does not apply to their present 
output. 


Numbers of Manufacturers. 
“Numbers 
of 
manufacturers 
who 
have hitherto been engaged in produc­ 
ing quite different goods have sacri­ 
ficed their business and good will in 
order to take up the manufacture of 
munitions. 
They have done it for the 
asking 
and 
ungrudgingly. 
Many of 
them will find themselves at the end 
of the war with a great part of their 
good will jeopardized or lost. 
“Coincidently with this program of 
bringing in private firms it became 
evident that even with their help the 
output would still be insufficient, so 
the ministry of munitions proceeded 
to provide a large number of “single 
purpose” factories, 
that 
is, 
plants 
where the work could be specialized. 
Skilled engineers divided 
the 
work 
up into a number of repetition opera­ 
tions such as could be done with a 
few' weeks’ training by women or un­ 
skilled labor. 
There are now in the 
country fifty-three national shell fac­ 
tories of this kind, ail of which have 
either been built or reconstructed by 
the government. Of these thirty-eight 
are under the management 
of

boards previously referred to. 
Others 
are managed for the ministry by ex­ 
perienced munitions firms. 
The Output of Shells. 
“Just as the output of shells, shell- 
bodies, etc., had to be augmented, so 
we had similarly to provide explosives j 


collection of

;uid filling factories. 
As a result of 
this, apart from the enormous exten­ 
sion of existing 
factories, 
nineteen 
special explosive w’orks 
have 
been 
provided. 
This has practically dou­ 
bled the whole previous output of the 
country. 
Similarly there had to be 
built fourteen filling factories, each 
of which has been provided since last 
August. 
Altogether there 
are 
now 
ninety national factories which have 
been equipped with machinery and in 
most cases built during the last twelve 
months. 
‘‘We can now produce in less than 
a month as many of the lighter shells 
as could have been turned out in the 
whole year of 1914-15. 
In less than a 
fortnight we can make more heavy 
shells than we could have done in the 
year 1914-15. 
We can now turn out 
in a week far more shells, filled and 
complete, than were used in the whole 
battle of Loos, which extended over a 
fortnight, and they had been saving 
ammunition for that 
battle 
for 
a 
month. 
We could have a battle of 
Loos every week now and it wouldn’t 
touch the shell reserve stock. 
The Manufacture of Guns. 
"The manufacture of guns, which 
did not lend itself to the process of 
subdivision like ammunition, has had 
to be concentrated largely 
in 
the 
hands of experienced firms, but new 
factories under the direction of these 
firms have been made for ‘single pur­ 
pose’ work. 
“Regarding our present capacity for 
gun production as compared with the 
c apacity in June, 1914, before the war, 
we are now making in the case of the 
lightest guns over ten times what we 
were then, in the 
case 
of 
medium 
"eight guns over twenty times, and in 
the case of heavy guns more than 
fifty times. 
“The production of trench warfare 
supplies has meant the creation of an 
industry of which there w'as practical­ 
ly no experience in this country. Now 
grenades are being made 
in 
back 
yards and in all sorts of small shops 
as well as in the big factories, and 
hundreds of thousands are being pro­ 
duced weekly. 
In the early days of 
the war the trench m ortar was a wea­ 
pon which had received little atten­ 
tion and undergone little development 
and there was a 
mere 
handful 
of 
these weapons in existence. They are 
now being produced in immensely im­ 
proved types in hundreds, where they 
were previously in units. And the out­ 
put of their heavy ammunition has 
had to keep pace. The output of bombs 
where it previously was reckoned in 
hundreds has now' reached a total of 
scores of thousands w'eeklv. 
The pro­ 
duction of trench warfare munition in 


a most miscellaneous 


w orkshops has, of cour 


the provision of many 


inspection stations. 
One of the Earliest Steps. 
“One of the earliest steps the min­ 
istry of munitions had to take was to 
acquire control of every machine-tool 
m aker in the United Kingdom and t 
also to bring in the manufacturers of | 
machine-tools. 
Every 
machine-tool 
made during the last twelve months 
has been disposed of as directed by 
the ministry of munitions. 
The tools 
have been sent where they w’ere most 
needed for the making of munitions. 
“One of our most anxious problems 
has been the supply and the distribu­ 
tion of skilled labor. 
There was not I 
enough skilled labor to go around. I 
This fact wras recognized 
by 
the 
trades unions and the government 
has reecived their hearty assistance 
throughout in the distribution of skill- j 
ed labor and in the dilution of skilled | 
labor with unskilled. 
The introduc-j 
tion of unskilled labor into the field 
of skilled labor is a sacrifice of skilled 
labor to w’hich no too high tribute 
can be paid. 
Skilled men have train­ 
ed and instructed unskilled workers 
and in thousands of cases have will­ 
ingly been moved from piece work to 
day wages with the result that they 
have earned smalled wages than the 
people they had trained have received 
at piece work. 
M a n y Skilled Workmen. 
“This position was rendered more 
difficult by the fact that many skilled 
workmen crowded 
into 
the 
army. 
More than 42,000 highly skilled work­ 
men have since been withdrawn for 
munitions work. 
They go where they 
are sent. This has given the ministry 
of munitions control of a large body of 
skilled workmen who can be moved as 
requited. 
“Apart from the 
manufacture 
of 
ships, aeroplanes, etc., which do not 
fall under the charge of the ministry 
of munitions, there are now' employed 
about two million people of whom sev­ 
eral thousand are women. 
It follows 
that there has been much labor ex­ 
pended in housing munitions workers. 
Whole villages have been built and 
we have provided accommodations for 
sixty thousand 
people 
in 
twelve 
months. 
“ People from all classes of society 
have joined in the manufacture of 
munitions. 
There is, for example, on 
the staff of tho ministry of munitions 
the daughter of an earl, who worked 
for nine months as a lathe hand in a 
munition factory. 
Large numbers of 
the best known families have devoted 
I themselves to work in the canteens 
and to other work in connection with 
tho factories. 
There is a department 
in the ministry which is solely con­ 
cerned with the provision of canteens 
for munition workers and these can­ 
teens provide meals for 500,000 people 
daily. 
This enables them to get their 
food under decent conditions. Charges 
I 
are made to cover the cost.” 
Necessary to Interfere. 
Dr. Addison pointed out that it has 
been necessary to interfere arbitrar­ 
ily in private industry in order to 
carry on the munitions work. 
Private 
and public building has been stopped 
in many cases in order to move the 
labor elsewhere or to economize ma­ 
larial. 
W hat applies to the building 
trade holds good with many others. 
However, this interference has been 
cheerfully borne, he declared. 
He stated that as a result of the de­ 
mands upon the ministry of munitions 
the formulae for many chemicals and 
instruments which formerly had been 
made by the Germans, had been dis­ 
covered by English scientists, and that 
these things were now' being manu­ 
factured here. 
In conclusion he said: 
“When the ministry of munitions 
is no more, the equipment of the fac­ 
tories and works extensions all over 
the country with power and plant 
on up-to-date systems, accurate and 
modern machine tools, will add enor­ 
mously to our industrial strength in 
the m arkets of the world.” 
It is stated that the her»«« or the 
different departm ents of the ministry 
of munitions are largely directors and 
managers of great 
industries, 
who 
have volunteered their services, and 
have given up tile whole of their 
private wrork to labor for the country 
without remuneration. 
As one has 
put it, “The ministry of munitions is, 
in fact, the general staff of British 
industry, organized for war.” 
To an 
American w'ho has 
volunteered 
his 
service is given credit for affecting 
reductions in shell 
contract 
prices 
which saved the government 400,000 
pounds a week.

Orange and pineapple juice added 


to rich lemonade improve it for some 


people. 


Half a cup of lemon juice, six table­ 


spoonfuls of syrup, and three cupfuls 


of cold w ater make a good lemonade. 
Currant jelly dissolved in either hot 
or cold w ater 
makes 
an 
excellent 
drink. 
So do many other jellies. 
(’hilled 
blackberry 
or 
raspberry 
juice diluted to taste and served with 
or without a slice of lemon touches 
the spot. 
Fruit lemonade is made by adding 
small 
pieces 
of 
sliced 
pineapple, 
orange, muskmelon, cherries, and a 
sprig of mint leaves. 
Use the lemon squeezer on oranges 
just as on lemons and pour the juice 
on finely cracked, artificial ice. This 
is rn especially healthful drink, but 
like other iced 
drinks, 
should 
be 
swallowed slowly. 
Grind a can of sliced pineable in a 
small sausage grinder and 
mix 
it 
with two gallons of water. The sliced. 
ineapple is better than that which 
is already grated, so the best results 
are obtained by buying the sliced ar­ 
ticle and using the food chopper. 
Lemon egg nog is a good food as 
well as a drink. 
Make it by beating 
an egg yolk until it is lemon colored 
and thick. 
Then add a teaspoonful 
of sugar gradually and follow this w'ith 
the stiffly beaten w’hite of the egg. 
Add a tablespoonful of lemon juice and 
serve while cold. 
Almost all these 
drinks 
may 
be 
sweetened better and more economi­ 
cally with syrup than with sugar, be­ 
cause it dissolves 
more 
completely 
and is not wasted by settling at the 
bottom of the cup and being thrown 
out. Make it by adding a cup of sugar 
to a cup of water, stirring until the 
sugar Is dissolved and then boiling 
slowly for ten minutes without stir­ 
ring. 
Cool the syrup and put it in 
a bottle or fruit jar until wanted foi

fruit, if you know’ how, according to 
Miss Addie D. Root, of the Missouri 
college of agriculture. All that is nec­ 
essary is to add enough tartaric or 
citric acid to the juice to make it 
taste about as sour as good sour ap­ 
ples. 
This 
usually means about a 
level teaspoonful to a quart of ju«ee. 
It destroys the 
delicate 
flavor 
of 
peach and pear juice somewhat, but 
improves the flavor of sweet apple 
and quince juice. 
Blackberries, blueberries, 
raspber­ 
ries, partially ripe grapes, 
crab ap­ 
ples, sour apples and plums usually 
make good jelly because they have 
enough acid already and also contain 
a substance called pectin w’hich must 
be present and must be brought out 
with the juice by heating if jelly is 
to be made. That is why jelly mak­ 
ers do not simply press out the juice 
from cold fruit. All apples and simi­ 
lar fruits have 
enough 
pectin 
for 
jelly making purposes. 
In 
making 
apple jelly, cover the 
fruit with water before cooking and 
boil twenty or thirty minutes. 
After 
boiling has continued ten or fifteen 
minutes, add about three-quarters of 
a cup of sugar for every cup of juice. 
The sugar that will be required should 
have been measured into a pan and 
warmed in the oven for a while before 
it is added. 
It should be carefully 
stirred in to prevent burning. 
As soon as the glasses 
are filled 
with the hot jelly they should be set 
in a cool place while jelling takes 
place. They should be sealed from the 
air, but if the jelly has been slightly 
overcooked it may be covered with 
panes of glass and allowed to harden 
in the sun. When it is w’ell set pour 
hot paraffin over the top and put 
clean tin covers on the glasses. Store 
them away in a dry, cool place where 
the jelly cannot mold.

They should be gathered every day 
and put in a cool, clean, sweet cellar 
or some similar cool place as quickly 
as possible. They must he kept away 
from flies and out 
of 
musty 
base­ 
ments, and if no other cool place is 
available, they should be placed in a 
spring or spring house, or lowered in 
a bucket into a w’ell just as butter 
often is.
